A sandy-haired, eight-year-old boy called “Butch” kept more than 200 people holding! 
their breaths yesterday while he performed such seemingly simple feats as talking, taking

“Butch,” like 4,000 other Georgia children, has cerebral palsy. | 
Because of his handicap—caused by injury to the motor centers of the brain at birth—| 
he could neither walk nor talk when he enrolled in Atlanta’s Cerebral Palsy School. 


When the second Georgia Cere- 
bral Palsy Conference met in the 
East Point Auditorium, “Butch” 
and other pupils from the School 
demonstrated the remarkable prog- 
ress they have made. 

“Butch” showed his newly 
learned breath control by blowing 
bubbles.

Atomic Mills 
Shaken Up 
For H-Bomb 


SOUTH HADLEY, Mass.—(UP) 
Acting Chairman Sumner T. Pike, 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
disclosed last night there has been 
a shakeup.of the atomic program 
“in order to bring the utmost 
weight to bear” on hydrogen 
superbomb development. 

He also reported that the time- 
table for building a prototype 
atomic engine for submarines has 
been advanced, and the experi- 
mental landbased model may go 
into construction near Arco, Idaho, 
late this year. 

In a speech at Mount Holyoke 
College here, Pike gave no details 
of the effort to concentrate scien- 
tific resources on the H-bomb 
project which President Truman 
ordered two months ago. 

He said, however, that it is being 
carried out in a way that will 
not seriously impair research on 
peacetime uses of atomic energy, 
including nuclear power plants. 

In keeping with rigid secrecy 
policies on the H-bomb, Pike did 
not even mention the weapon by 
name. 

In his speech, devoted mainly 
to peaceful uses of atomic energy, 
Pike estimated that 40 percent 
of all current medical and biologi- 
cal research is being done with 
radioisotopes, the “tagged atoms” 
produced in the Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
atomic furnace.

The Revenue Department, along with 
the Department of Education, was brought 
under the Merit System by act of the 
last session of the Legislature. Officials 
of the Merit Board have said it will be 
Oct. 1 before full effects of the law can

be realized because it will take that long 
to classify the 500-odd jobs and salaries 
in each department. Some officials in 
State Government, whom we would rec- 
ognize as authorities, believe both depart- 
ments now are legally under the Merit 
System. The delay in actual administra- 
tion; they point out, is due to technicali- 
ties. The Merit System, they say, has 
applied since the Governor ‘signed the 
necessary legislation. 

Alex McLennan, a member of the 
Board, says this matter has not yet been 
decided by that body. He added it will 
be decided at a forthcoming meeting. 

We point out to Mr. Redwine, how- 
ever, that Dr. M. D. Collins, head of the 
Education Department, has announced he 
will permit no solicitation for funds and 
no campaigning by his employees. That 
is as it should be. 

Whetber or not solicitation of cam- 
paign funds from employees in the Reve- 
nue Department is a technical violation, 
it seems beyond a doubt that it is con- 
trary to the intent and spirit of the law. 
It is a practice that ought to be stopped 
immediately lest it tear the heart from 
the good work of years’ standing.

So the Board and 
the Legislature adopted rules and laws to pro- 
hibit “synthetic citizenships.” 

Then came the end of World War II when 
adult GIs started going back to college. A stu- 
dent from another State enrolled at Tech, listed 
his home as the other State and listed his 
parents as residents of the other State, and paid 
the higher out-of-State tuition. He liked Atlanta. 
He got married. He and his wife are housekeep- 
ing here. They have a child. But Tech won’t 
let him claim Atlanta as his home. Tech still 
regards him as an “out-of-State” student, and 
still lists him as a dependent of his parents who 
are out-of-Staters. | 

The Regents are asking Tech to do a more 
reasonable job of interpreting the rules in this 
case.

Demure Young Lady 


JERUSALEM, Isrfel—One is quite apt to en- 

; counter surprises in any country where partisan 

' Or guerrilla warfare was a.part of its resistance. 

_ For example, I was seated in the cocktail lounge of the Gat- 
Rimon Hotel talking with some Israeli journalists when a young 
man entered escorting a small, frail young lady. She looked very 
shy and demure and tiny. They took a seat. near us and I ob- 
served to my companions that the young lady appeared so retiring 


and naive it was really a shame to- bring hér into so materialistic 


a place, even, as a cocktail bar. 


Whereupon my companiogs broke into what is called loud 
and merry laughter. 


The demure young lady, they said, who must have weighed 
no more than 99 pounds, was the severe partisan who was a bomb 
expert in the days of the British mandate and who allegedly was 
the one who had managed to get one through to Britain in one 
of the old Mosaic law killings. A British soldier had been tried 
and acquitted for the particularly brutal murder of a young boy in 
Palestine. Following the trial, he had been sent out of the country. 
He was still believed guilty and was so found by the underground 
organization to which the young lady belonged. She it was, so they 
say, who managed to get a bomb delivered in England to the 
brother of the British soldier. The bomb did its job and the law 
of an eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth was upheld. 

My demure young lady also had spent six months in a Belgian 
jail, having been caught at the Belgian border with a bomb which 
she was on her way to deliver to another person who had left 
Palestine for the safety of England. 


Matron I also was introduced one evening to a fine young 

woman greatly taken up with her young son of a half 
dozen months. She looked very maternal and, I am sure, was. I 
was only mildly surprised to discover, later on, that she had been 
one of the demolition experts of the underground and later of the 
Israeli Army and was considered its most daring. 

Later on, at Fortress Iraq Suwedian I saw some of her work. 
That girl, whom I had seen* caring for her child, had crawled 
through barbed wire, passed Egyptian sentries, fixed a terrific 
charge of explosives against the concrete wall, set the fuse going, 
and escaped without injury from the blast which breached the 
She carried out many, many demolition jobs under ex- 
tremely difficult conditions and at great risk. 


Charge One of the good evenings I had was in Jerusalem 

where I met one of the most extraordinary journalists 
I have ever encountered. He is very efficient and able and a very 
fine gentleman. He is crippled, one leg being quite a bit shorter 
than the other. 

Yet he was in a partisan night attack on the Jaffa gate of the 
old city of Jerusalem. It was, at best, a quixotic, foolish charge 
with only the-merest of chances. About 100 of them made the 
charge, men and a few women. Most of them were killed. One 
of them was a girl, by all accounts beautiful and fine. She was 
handling a tommygun in the charge and an Arab Legion bullet 
got her in the forehead. The charge was foredoomed to failure, 
since it was against experienced troops. It had as its purpose 
the panicking of the Arab population in the old city. They felt 
if they could take the gate and hold it, the population would panic 
and the Arab Legion be unable to bring reserves to the gate. 
It was badly planned in that the partisans themselves did not 
have any reserves at all. 

But as long as I live I will always remember that charge as 
if I had seen it and this particular newspaperman making the 
charge on his crippled leg. 


F ilu One of the puzzles which interests me most is the 
allure failure of the British mandate here. To the students 
of history it will become a subject to be examined in books and 
articles for years to come. The British went on from failure to 
failure here, caught in a web which they themselves had woven. 

The original error was a preposterous one. They sent here, 
to govern the Atfab and Jewish populations, men who were used 
to governing in the Sudan or in other backward “native” colonial 
regions. These men, used to dealing with an ignorant, more or 
less docile native type, might have done all right with the Arab 
population. But they simply did not know how to deal with the 
Jewish population, which was intelligent, intensely nationalistic, 
cultured and skilled. 


Ch Had the British set up a civil service system of self- 
ance government, similar to the one in India, there likely 
would be no Jewish State here today. There would likely be one 
with a dominion status in which a bilateral government of Arabs 
the 
proclamation of the Jewish State, the people here would- have 
settled for such a bilateral government. 

But the British went from error to error, pulling out to leave 
what they must have thought would be a state of chaos which, in 
turn, would require their coming back. It was then the really 
daring, wonderfully well-conceived, long-time plan of the Jewish 
organization paid off. The settlements were fighting outposts, 
just as our own in America were in the days of the Indian wars 
when our people were moving west and outlying farms about a 
stockade were outposts. The small defense organization, the Ha- 
ganah, fought well. There was the will to fight. The invading 
armies were badly led and had no will for war. The nationalist 
spirit carried the people through to the new State and the British 
had made an error from which they could not at all recover. 

” The partisan deeds were many and help explain why the new 
State was possible.

A.—Because a producer once hissed a prima donna in his own 
theater. 

Wait a minute—let’s have a little order in the classroom! The 
professor isn’t in the habit of making statements he can’t back 
up, and if the students will put down their putty-blowers, he’ll be 
glad to present the necessary proof.... 

Back in the gay and garish ’nineties, a man who had made a 
lot of money in the’ cigar business built the first Manhattan Opera 
House, a 2,600-seat temple to Thespis located on Herald Square 
which, at the time, was the center of New York show business. 

This cigar manufacturer was quite an artistic fellow, and for 
openers he presented the American premiere of “Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana.” The opera, however, nose-dived so badly that he sub- 
sequently nicknamed it “Busticana.” 


Chan e After this fancy fiasco, he sponsored several other 
g esthetic flops and finally, down to his last opera hat, 
he signed over control of his theater to a pair of button-shoe show- 
men named Koster and Bial. 

This duo, convinced that art and opulence seldom go together, 
booked a series of cheap attractions which packed them in, but even 
though -he was getting a cut of the profits, the switch in policy 
didn’t sit well with the culture-loving cigar maker. When he heard 
off-color jokes on the sumptuous stage he had built for opera singers, 
he began to simmer, and when Messrs. K. and B. signed Marietta 
de Dio, a soprano with more padding than pitch, this simmer came 
to a boisterous boil. 

On the third night of her engagement, as the prima donna came 
through the curtains, her appearance was greeted with a monu- 
mental hiss from down front. It was the cigar manufacturer him- 


self, making. mean music through his molars. 
Fi tht Koster and Bial, it so happened, were in the theater that 

g evening, and when they located the hisser they began 
throwing epithets at him and then knuckles. A free-for-all resulted, 
but next morning in Jefferson Market Court the judge ruled that 
in any democracy worth the name a man had a perfect right to 
hiss a performer in his own theater. 

This vindication, however, wasn’t enough for the panatela 
maker. He made up his mind to build a theater which would put 
Koster and Bial out of business and, unable to find a suitable site on 
Herald Square, he bought a plot on 42nd Street, an uptown morass 
known in those days as “The Thieves’ Lair.” “Location doesn’t 
matter,” he told his friends. “It’s what you put in a theater that 
counts.” 

Well, it turned out he was right as dollar whiskey. Within a 
few years, his new theater, the Olympia, was the most talked-about 
playhouse in the country, and before long other theaters were 
springing up around it to cash in on its turnaway crowds. 

S ll -Out As for Koster and Bial, they took a larruping licking 

e from the uptown competition, and in 1901 they had to 
sell their opera house to an up-and-coming merchant named Macy 
who wanted to build himself a drygoods store. 

As most of you have guessed, the man who gave out with the 
historic hiss was the opera impressario, Oscar Hammerstein I, 
grandpop of the talented gent who, among other things, helped 
write and produce “South Pacific.” 

Forty-second street these days is again a Thieves’ Lair, studded 
with hot-dog emporia and flea circuses, and it would be a nice 
twist if Oscar II were to book his next musical, “Anna and the 
King of Siam,” into the New Amsterdam Theater and tone up 
the old neighborhood in deference to the memory of his fabulous 
grandpappy.

Editor Constitution: In regard to the letter 
of Wilbur Norris which suggests that the origin 
of the name Atlanta as applied to our Capital City 
may be unknown, I quote from page 263 of “First 
Lessons in Georgia History,” by Lawton P. 
Evans: 

“In 1845 the Georgia Railroad was completed 
to this point (Atlanta), which the engineers first 
called Terminus. The State authorities named 
it Marthasville, for a daughter of Gov. Wilson 
Lumpkin. This name was subsequently changed 
by the Legislature to Atlanta, and the city which 
grew up there became the center of the railroad 
system of the State.” 

This, of course, does not entirely answer the 
question. However, my sixth grade teacher who 
used this book as a text some years ago further 
stated that the young lady. mentioned above had 
a middle name—Atalanta—which, shortened, pro- 
vided the inspiration for the present name of At- 
lanta.

If you beat a man to the 
draw and shoot him, there is not much for you 
to do then but slide your smoking six-gun back 
into the holster and swagger away. If you are 
beaten to the dr@w, you have a chance to emote. 
Your weapon slips from your nerveless fingers, 
you clutch both hands to your stomach, just 
above the belt buckle (small boys always seem 
to shoot each other in the stomach); you stagger 
for about 40 feet across the yard, and then you 
stagger back again. Then you rise on tiptoe with 
a great crash and fall, turning as you fall. Small 
boys never fall on their faces, for that would 
conceal the contortions of the visage and the 
rolling back of the(eyes, which are an important 
part of the act. 


In fact, in order that neither shall be de- 
_ prived of the pleasure of putting on this act 
of gasping out one’s last with a bullet in 
the brisket, most of these small-boy duels 
are draws. They approach each other, walk- - 
ing bowlegged, fingers curved near the butts 
of their guns. They draw and fire simul- 
taneously and not one, but both, drop. their 
guns, clutch their stomachs, stagger, fall and 
roll their eyes. Most of the time the wit 
nesses to this duel are so overwhelmed by 
the histrionic display that they, too, fall with 
a crash, gasping and kicking up the turf with 
their heels.

It is a great art, and one 
which nobody above the age of 15 years can 
a without grave danger of fracturing his 
The histrionic art of the small boy does not 
confine itself to bodily gestures, either. He has 
also mastered that other great tool of the actor— 
the speaking voice. When I was engaging in 
cap-pistol duels in the days of my youth, we 
didn’t use much imagination. We just yelled 
“Bang, bang bang!” and let it go at that. Today 
you have to make a noise that starts deep in the 
throat and sounds like somebody tearing a tin 
roof in two with iron claws. I cannot describe 


these noises which a small boy makes as he 


fires his gun, but they are very realistic noises. 
They do sound like guns shooting, as anyone 
who has ever heard a .45 bark will admit. A 
small boy who merely swaggered around yell- 
ing “Bang!” would attract no attention at all. 
You 
have to make a noise like a 75-millimeter can- 
non, plus the whine of a ricochet, before you 
make any impression. 

They are not only gifted at the making of 
noises simulating gunfire; they can also make 
noises which describe how two automobiles crash 
in traffic—the screech of tires, the crunch, the 
shatter of glass—that. make the blood run cold, 


’ They are at their best, though, when describing 


airplanes crashing. I heard from three small 
boys the other day a graphic description of how 
the little plane came down on the golf course. 
They didn’t use many words—just noises and 
gestures; the roar of the motor, the blup-blup- 
blup as it failed, the wobbling of the wings, the 
crash and tearing sound as the plane hit the 
ground. I knew that it wasn’t much of a crash 
and nobody had been hurt badly, but by the 
time they had finished I was all bedewed with a 
cold sweat.

a lobbyist—wrote it. 


This is a great timesaver among gentlemen who frequent- 


«9 pa 5, 000 pieces of mail per day. And I have the word of Rep. Clarence Brown, Republican, 
Ohio, who possesses one of the most perceptive proboscises in these parts, that he always smells his 


mail before he reads it. 

How: we ever got on this aromatic subject 
I’m not quite certain, because the Congressmen 
were supposed to be investigating lobbyists. 
Rep. Frank Buchanan, Democrat, Pennsylvania, 
figured he’d start the proceedings with a state- 
ment by Dr. Hadley Cantril, the celebrated psy- 
chology professor of Princeton University, on 
what is public opinion, anyhow? 


Prof. Cantril was a nice-looking young 
fellow in eyeglasses who delivered the law- 
givers a lecture on psychology and who said 
there was no relationship between the 
amount of information people have and the 
opinion they hold. The ignorant ones fre- 
quently argue louder than the well-informed 
ones.

“How reliable were the investigators who 
made these polls?” insisted Rep. Brown. 

The best in the business, the professor said. 

“Well, I’m not very much impressed by your 
polls,” replied the Republican gentleman from 


Ohio. “I bet on one once and I lost.” 

The professor smiled and the Congressman 
asked him whether he believed the average 
Congressman was smart enough to have any 
good idea about his own constituents. The pro- 
fessor laughed. 

“I’m serious,” Rep. Brown said. “What is 
your opinion of the average member of Con- 
gress? Do you think he is intelligent enough to 
analyze his own mail?” 

“The chances are extremely high that a 
Congressman would be in a better position to 
analyze his mail than would a Senator,” Dr. 
Cantril replied, trying to sidestep that one. 

“Because he’s smarter?” Rep. Brown asked. 

“Oh, no,” said the professor, whose ears 
rapidly were turning a deeper shade of pink. 


“Well, I’m telling you that the average 
Congressman doesn’t even have to open his 
mail,” Rep. Brown announced. “He can sniff 
and tell the difference between mail from 
his constitutents and from the pressure boys. 
He can smell the pressure there. He doesn’t 
need any polls to help him.” 


The gentlemen then changed the subject. 
Later on, perhaps, we'll learn something about 
the machinations of the lobbyists, most of whom 
are upright citizens and a few who are said to 
influence lawgivers with wine, women and, if 
necessary, song.

Whitewashing Philip Murray 


The representation of Philip Murray as a fine labor statesman opposed to 
Communist treachery and devoted to the encyclicals is a fraud so gross that all 


parties to the imposition stand accused by their endorsements. 


Murray was for 


20 years an official of the United Mine Workers, subordinate and subservient 


to John L. Lewis. 


He was thoroughly acquainted with Lewis and upheld him in 


‘all his villainies done in labor’s name to the grievous damage to the people of these States. Mur- 
ray was a quavering poltroon with a one-way neck, nodding aye to his master’s evil whims and col- 
laborating in wild insurrections directed by Communist enemies which terrorized whole States and 


gave rise to the CIO. 

Bearing in mind Murray’s prideless submis- 
sion to Lewis over many years, consider now 
his opinion of Lewis expressed at the CIO con- 
vention in 1942, after he had broken with the 
fuehrer over a matter of money. Murray said: 

“Mr. Lewis is an established prevaricator, 
universally recognized and very definitely placed 
in that category by the organized workers of the 
United States and by the citizens of our country.” 

In that speech, Murray likened himself to 
Jesus Christ. He said: 

“John denied me after he had held my hand 
and said: ‘You are the president of the CIO and 
I am going to support you. I shall always ac- 
knowledge you as my president.’ You remem- 
ber where Peter, in conversation with Christ, 
said he would never deny Him, and Christ said 
he knew he would. Peter not only denied 
Christ, but in his desperation to have the public 
know that Christ did not exist, he rushed to the 
house of a harlot and, in that den of iniquity, 
he denied the existence of Christ. 


“And I told John L. Lewis that in all 
likelihood he would make me go through my 
Garden of Gethsemane. I knew he would. 
He and his agents drove me to a sick bed. I 
wanted his friendship, but he deserted me 
and persuaded his friends to undermine my 
leadership. While I was lying in my sick 
bed he told his director of organization of 
District 50 and his followers in a meeting: 
“You have got to keep after this fellow Mur- 
ray until you kill him. He has got to be 
gotten out of the way.” 


The beautiful friendship broke up over no 
matter of principle or devotion to the working 
staff. Lewis, the “established prevaricator,” took 
the United Mine Workers out of the CIO by 
arbitrary action of his own, subject to no vote 
or appeal. Until then, the UMW had been 
paying about $30,000 a month to the CIO. Bear- 
ing in mind the gnawing poverty and squalor 
which often are alleged to be the miner’s condi- 
tion under Lewis, this was serious squandering

When nylon gets dirty, the 
traveler wears it to the shower, 
and while showering himself 
tramples it vigorously underfoot 
like a peasant at the grape har- 
vest. It comes out clean, dry 
and ironed. A nylon shirt has 
another disadvantage. Only tour- 
ists wear them. And within a 
few minutes of hitting the main 
via, the local Arabs box you in, 
offering lira, watches and their 
best friend’s sister at bargain 
rates. 

The lira is a wonderfully de- 
preciated currency. It comes in 
ma t denominations. Your 
first day in Italy, the price a 
things in lira staggers you, so 
you buy nothing. The second day 
you have figured out a Martini 
costs 15 cents American, and a 
meal calculated to put you into 
a two-hour coma comes to about 
a dollar and a half including tip.

Martha Berry Always 
Knew Exactly set

ROME, Ga.—Martha Berry, the ele- 

gant and inspired woman who founded an 

amazing school in her childhood cabin playhouse, could re- 

turn here to the Berry campus today and find her influ- 

ence has only strengthened since she passed on eight years 
ago. 

In an era of radiant energy, the stately little woman who be- 
lieved in the blessing of work and knowledge, could be described 
as a radioactive personality, whose activity has continued and will 
continue here long “after time.” 

In a way, it is a little mystic to see the hand of the gentle 

Martha still so strong upon the lives of those who extend 

her dream. Her name is on their tongues in all casual con- 
versations, in reverence and almost in worship, “Miss Martha 
thought ...,” “Miss Martha believed ...,” “Miss Martha hoped .. .,” 
and it is in the quiet, self-effacing manner her proteges still 
manifest. 

Oak Hill, the gracious and handsome home that belonged to her 
family and then to her, is open every day and there are flowers 
on the dining table and on the marble mantels. The paneling in 
the library is rubbed to a sheen, and visitors who call are often 
constrained to leave their cards in the unconscious attitude of 
expecting her quick step on the veranda. 

Near by is the sturdy little cottage of another Martha, the aged 
Negro woman who was the retainer of her dedicated mistress 
through all of her lifetime, and who has spent 110 years in this 
life as a useful servant. 

Aunt Martha, now blinded but lively in mind and body, sits 
in her rocker before her fire, fingering the white head rag and 
the red calico apron under her old woolen sweater and listens to 
the radio hours on end. . 

“Don’t talk to me about the past,” she commands, and 
you feel her distain for looking backward. “Talk to me about 
today. That’s the onliest thing that matters. .. .” 

Things are probably changed at Berry, because progress would 
require it and the school has no preoccupation with self-satisfaction, 
but it has changed only as Miss Berry herself would have or- 
dered it. 

The girls and boys, wearing overalls and cotton uniforms, still 
work for their tuition, or part of it, going about the humblest tasks 
with pride and no apology. They come from everywhere in the 
South to this campus, which sprawls over 30,000 acres and in- 
cludes 100 buildings, hidden behind knolls and trees, to give a sense 
of spaciousness and rest. 

They are busy in the weaving room, not only because their 
articles are for sale, but because handlooming is an art, and a craft 
to be treasured and developed. They work in the kitchen, and in 
the office, and in the fields, and the dark wood floors of the build- 
ings shine with a patina of care they have bestowed. 

Many of the buildings are their own, and work of their hands. 
They made the bricks, laid them, nailed the timbers into place 
for the vaulted structures of the quadrangle, and erected the little 
spires on the hewn-log buildings because ‘“‘Miss Berry believed in 
them... . . She believed one must always look up.” 

Mrs. Inez Henry, assistant to the president and one of Miss 


Berry’s “girls,” still runs for a glass of blackberry jelly to give — 


to callers who would enjoy it and tells them, as they ride down 
the straight road to the administration building, how the aristo- 
cratic Miss Martha planted the trees along the “Road of Oppor- 
tunity,” when it was only a pasture. 

“They thought she was silly,” Mrs. Henry muses. “But 

Miss Martha always knew exactly what she was doing.” 

The office Miss Berry used for years is still open and welcom- 
ing to visitors. There is an old willow-ware tureen on the big table, 
and a little pitcher of flowers near by. A school bell stands there, 
and a tattered Bible reposes beside a bronze desk motto which says 
“Prayer Changes Things.” - 

The flyleaf of the Bible has notes written in her sturdy hand 
as early as 1902, when the school began. The School Promise, taken 
from Isaiah 27:3, is symbolic: “I the Lord do keep it; I will water 
it every moment; Lest any hurt it, I will keep it night and day.”

mental Biology and Medicine In- 
stitute, National Institutes of 
Health, says: “Many people who 
take vitamin tablets and are 
careful about getting an ade- 
quate supply of vitamins neglect 
the iodized salt which will in- 
sure a health minimum of iodine 
for the normal person. 


“Along the seacoast and in 
some other parts of the United 
States, iodine is contained in the 
drinking water and vegetables 
and fruits grown in local soil. 
But too little iodine in water 
and soil is the cause of a wide 
goiter belt across the country, 
particularly around the Great 
Lakes and in Northwestern 
States. Although population 
groups studied in Florida and 


Georgia were not in the socalled | 
‘Goiter Belt,’ the prevalence of | 
enlarged goiter was high in both | 


white and Negro family groups.” 


It is well to plan for iodine, 
particularly if you live inland. 
Eating salt water fish or other 
food from the sea at least once 
a week will help. But the best 


line of defense is to use iodized | 
table salt regularly. In this kind | 
of table salt, the iodine lost from | 
natural salt in refining is re- | 


stored. 


Goiter is a problem in the |

food iodine. The use of iodized 

salt is the most effective way of 
combatting this important public 
health problem.
